golf does not absolutely depend upon 
how many holes y ou have. Their ploy ­ 
ing quality is much more important. 
Nine or even six good holes w ill give 
better goll than IS short or indifferent 
ones, ami it is never good policy to over 
crowd tiie i lay ing area. 
Since Si and 6 
arc both multiples of 18, two or three 
rounds of a short course will make up 
tho perfect number of IS holes, and it 
is for this reason that 7, 10 and 
1 2 
hole courses are seldom seen. For a club 
of, say , J O to 50 mem hers a (» hole course 
should lie large enough to aeconimodate 
all who may be likely to play at any 
one 11me, but with a longer list of play ­ 
ing members it is apt to get blocked. A 
9 bole eours.» w ill give 100 per cent 
more play ing room than one of 0 holes. 
It is not alway s possible to obtain ex ­ 
clusive control of even the 25 or 40 
acres that we w ill need for our nioder 
ate sized course. Ground under cultiva­ 
tion or in hay is impossible, and the 
same is true of woodland and hopelessly 
rocky fields. 
There are obvious objec­ 
tions to the use of land upon which cat­ 
tle are grazed, and the hoof marks are 
particularly destructive to the putti ig 
greens. On tho other baud, a sheep pi- s- 
turem ay be used to ex cellent advantage, 
and indeed sheep are purposely grazed 
on many of the big golf courses for their 
good offices in keeping the grass short. 
Almost any farmer should be w illing to 
give a club the privilege oi’ play ing over 
his sheep land at a very moderate rent 
al, and the arrangement generally works 
well for both parties. 
Of hazards on the course there are the 
natural and the artificial. 
No hazard 
should cost the play er more than one 
legitim ate stroke to ex tricate Ins ball 
(although ho may very possibly take a 
large number), and the difficulty should 
alway s be a visible one. Blind pits and 
the like are unfair traps and should at 
least have their position marked by spe­ 
cial flags. 
At the seashore the sand 
bunker is the natural and traditional 
hazard, and its ordinary substitute on 
an inland course is the cop bunker, or 
simple ditch partially filled with sand. 
In making a cop bunker the turf should 
first be removed from a strip of ground 
J 4 to J G feet wide, the length of the 
strip depending upon the distance of tho 
hazard from tee or putting green.
